Cruggleton Leishman was purchased at the 1952 Perth Show and Sale at 
3000 gns. He was the first prize winner in the February class of 30 bulls, went 
on to be the chief contender for Supreme Champion and in the finish was made 
Reserve Champion over some 900 bulls. 


Reford Gardhouse said this decision was one of the most difficult in the 
entire show. Leishman was a great favorite from the time he made his first ap- 
pearance in the showring. When I first saw Leishman as a calf in October 1951, 
1 decided this was the bull I wanted. After seeing his dam and granddam I was 
even more convinced than ever that this was the bull for Marellbar. Knowing 
Bertie Marshall, I knew that I would have to return to Scotland-in February to buy 
him. 


When the show was over, I sent Mr. Bartholomay a cable. I had no idea 
what he would sell for and I didn't know how far I should go. A short time be- 
fore Leishman came into the auction ring I received this reply from Mr. Bartholo- 
may, “Blume, use your own judgment.” Leishman is now two years old; he has 
been at Marellbar since last September 16. We have at present 20 cows in calf 
to him. He has developed even better than I hoped. 


George Jackson, in charge of our cattle in the Ireland quarantine, has re- 
ported that Lavender Electra, Leishman’s dam, has a heifer calf, a full sister to 
Leishman. We purchased Lavender Electra and her March 1952, heifer calf by 
Cruggleton Braemar in the Marshall dispersion last October for 1650 gns. They 
arrived in New York April 12th, and will be at Marellbar by May 15th. She and 
her heifer calf, along with with our other purchases in the Marshall dispersion, will 
be on display sale day.
